Classifying Our Roads 


In the continuing discussion of the ade- 


quacy of the public road system of Wis- 
consin for known and prospective traffic 
requirements, there has been too little 
recognition of the problem of classifying 
roads for budget and management 
pur- 


, poses and only a rare 
acknowledgement 


that the system has evolved haphazardly 
and without defined plan. 


There are "town" roads, as everyone 


knows who has traveled the state even 
moderately, that carry more traffic, are 
maintained at a higher level of efficiency 
and have more importance in the total 
economic development of the state than 
some "county" roads and 
even 
some 


"state" trunk highways. Conversely, there 
are some "state" highways that have less 
utility and are of a quality inferior to many 
"county" roads. Yet there has evolved in 
the popular mind and in popular usage the 
idea that the "town"' roads are necessar- 
ily rural and related largely to farm-to- 
market considerations, that 
the 
county 


roads are of more significance in traffic 
movement, and that the "state trunk sys- 
tem" is the major earner. 


In the aggregate this impression is cor- 


rect. But increasingly over the years the 
changing patterns of traffic demand have 
been accommodated by local governments 
and the State Highway Department with- 
out regard to official classification. Yet 
the rigidity of the state highway budget 
and its multi-million dollar appropriations 
for aids to the local road systems has re- 
mained unchanged. One town road gets as 
much as another.

by the editors of the New Leader, Strategy 
appeared last November and was greeted 
with generally favorable reviews. To date 
it has sold some 4.000 copies domestically, 
and the U.S. Information Service has dis- 
tributed an additional 2.000 copies over- 
seas. The book was even chosen by the 
Eook-of-the-Month Club as one of its mid- 
summer "special alternates."

So far, so good.

USIA ad- 
mitted that it had secretly spent $14.952 to 
have the manuscript developed. The agen- 
cy paid the money to the editors of the 
New Leader, who in turn submitted the 
book to the publisher for consideration— 
apparently without mentioning the gov- 
ernment's involvement.

mensely important role in the 
development of the higher ed- 
ucation policy of the state dur- 
ing the next few years. 


Because of its origin and its 


purpose as declared by the 
legislature a decade ago, there 
has been a tendency to regard 
the committee as a kind of 
overseer for the state colleges 
and the University of Wiscon- 
sin only. There has also been 
some concern among outsiders 
about the signs that the col- 
lege - university partnership 
has been an uneasy one, with 
their rivalries scarcely con- 
cealed and threatening an ef- 
fective coordination of policy 
and service. 


But the committee actually 


has a role considerably broad- 
er than assigned to it original- 
ly, as indicated by the addi- 
tion do its jurisdiction during 
the last three years of the vo- 
cational schools offering pro- 
grams beyond the high school, 
the county teachers' colleges, 
and by implication at least, 
responsibility for the possible 
development of a complemen- 
tary 
system 
of community 


junior colleges. 


NEUTRAL *MEMBER 


In the state superintendent 


of public instruction the Coor- 
dinating Committee has a new 
leader who is by definition ob- 
jectively concerned with the 
welfare and the performance 
of the higher education sys- 
tem as a whole. He also has 
technical 
qualifications 
and 


experience in educational ad- 
ministration' superior to those 
of any of his colleagues. Per- 
haps most important, in addi- 
tion, he holds his mandate di- 
rectly from the people of Wis- 
consin who will be sending 
their children to these devel- 
oping educational programs, 
on the one hand, and digging 
more deeply into their purses 
to pay the tax bills, on the 
other. 


It is sometimes overlooked 


that the Coordinating Commit- 
tee is one step removed from 
popular control and responsi- 
bility. Almost all of the mem- 
bers were appointed through 
political 
channels. Most of 


them "knew a governor," as a 
witty 
professor once said in 


describing 
t h e 
origin 
of 


judges. 


Supt. Rothwell was elected 


to his office and presumably 
expects to be, re-elected to it 
next year. He has a constitu- 
tional responsibility to educa- 
tional welfare in all of its 
manifold programs, as indi- 
cated by the fact that he sits 
as a member on the separate 
boards of regents of state col- 
leges, the University of Wis- 
consin, and the Board of Vo- 
cational and Adult Education. 


THE VIEW 


The 
superintendent ta a 


statement of his own views, 
prepared before he could have 
known that he would be ele- 
vated to the chairmanship of 
the committee, indicated the 
kind of caution that is expect- 
ed from a man in his position 
and' the kind of imagination 
that reflects his comprehen- 
sive 
understanding 
of the 


problem tax-supported higher 
education represents. 


He is willing to examine the 


feasibility of a junior college 
system, for example, in those 
areas not now served by any 
other post-high school service, 
but he is practical enough to 
know that the state is not like- 
ly to dismantle such 
pro- 


grams as are now operating 
beyond the high school in oth- 
er areas. 


He is aware that the com- 


mittee will make decisions — 
assuming their ratification by 
legislatures and governors of 
the next few years — that will 
mark one of the historic turn- 
ing points in the evolution of 
the idea of public education in 
Wisconsin. A blueprint for the 
next 
half century is being 


drawn now. He is also close 
enough to the practical poli- 
tics of the situation—and pub- 
lic opinion — to be able to say 
that there is some 
public 


doubt about whether the mem- 
bers of the Coordinating Com- 
mittee represent 
the institu- 


tional interests from which 
they sprang, or the public on 
the whole. 


Altogether, the 
committee 


has chosen a man who ap- 
pears to be precisely the right 
choice among those available. -
